on eb ttion day to keep the workers 
from the polls, in a few places the 
Catholic workers defied th* se edicts 
and tactics of the church and voted 
with the working class, but in the 
majority of cases, the church was 
abb- to hold them In line 

The third reason wan the social and 
governmental pressure that was 
brought to bear by the upper classes 
to ostracise those who voted. Many 
of the middle class and members of 
offleial circles favored confiscation., 
but did not dare to go to the polls. 

The vote was almost purely a pro- 
letarian vote. It was a vote of the 
independent, class-conscious, thinking 
part of the German proletariat. The 
enormous size of it -its overw helm- 
ing strength in the industrial centers. 
makeH this vote e<iual in significance 
to the great Hritit.h General Strike. 
It has sent a chill of terror through 
the upper classes of Germany. 

This panic; has taken the form of a 
plan in the Uelrhstag to rush through 
a bill that will legalize the partial 
socialization of the estate of the Ger- 
man royal families 

The day after the election Chancel- 
lor Marx, a Catholic Party leader, took 
the whip hand and Issued an ultima- 
tum to party leaders to accept the 
government's compromise In regard 
lo get Moment of the question of the 
disposal of the royal properties, or be 
prepared to suffer the consequences. 
He added u direct threat to dissolve 
the Kelchstag. The Democratic 
Party, the only other patty in Ger- 
many besides the Socialist nod Com- 
munist parties that supported the 
referendum, has come out for the 
government compromise measure 
The Socialists hold the whip hand

Babies Die 'Lithuanian 
Like Flies ; Socialists 
in Passaic Win Victory 

Low Wages Causes Slaughter ! I ncre ase Seats From 8 to 15 and 
of Innocents, Says • Vote Ffom l0Q 0OQ to 

Econom,,t I 170,000 




Passaic. N\ J.— (BLES* — Hrutal con- 
ditions in this textile city, where sev- 
eral thousand workers are ' now on 
strike, are responsible for a high mor- 
tality rate among infants, according 
to W. Jett Lauck. nationally known 
••< onomi>t. 

As one ob-o-rver expressed It, "the 
children of Passaic die like flies." 
I^tuck found that mothers were forced 
to work in the textile .mills because of 
ti.- miserably low wages. Babies have 
be-n born in the mill rooms, mothers 
working up to the time of the birth. 
Lauck recently completed a personal 
investigation. 

"Among children under one year.*' 
he said. "Passaic had a 4". percent 
greater mortallfv than the rest of New 
Jersey, among children under five 
years, it has a .".2 percent greater 
mortality." 

The conclusions reached by I -nick 
after his investigation were summed 
up as follows: 

1. Despite the low wages, the 
mills enjoy an average protective duty 
of 73 percent, so their profits must 
be enormous. 

2. Most of the mills are alien con- 
trolled, although conditions in Ameri- 
can-owned plants are no better. 

The low wages are directly re- 
sponsible for sickness and a high 
death rate in the mill towns:

lished news of a splendid increase in 
the Socialist \<>te in Esthonla in an 
election held last month. Lithuania, 
a neighboring country of 4.0tM).00n In- 
habitants carved out of Russia by tbe 
Allies to stop the advance of Soclat 
ism. now reports that in the national 
elections held in that country. May 
Hth to 10th. the Socialist vote shows 
a still more remarkable increase. 

The Socialist Democratic Party In- 
creased its vote from 100.0t»0. to 170,- 
noo and its representation in tbe 
Seimas, which is the qame given to 
the representative assembly, from 8 
to 15 members. 

Another important victory for 
progress was that the reactionary par- 
ties lost control, and power has pass- 
ed to^the parties of the left. In the 
old Selma« the reactionary bloc Vaa 
composed of i>) members; the left bad 
Z% members. The number of seats 
have been increaned from 78 to 8.1 and 
of these the reactionaries now control 
r.o stats and the liberal, progressive 
and Socialist parttes 55 seats. 

Among all the parties of. the left, 
the Socialists met with most opposi- 
tion and made the greatest advance. 
They now have the second largest 
party in Lithuania. The largest party 
is the Agricultural Popular Party, 
representing the tenant farmers. It 
has 22 members in parliament. The 
total Communist vote was about 16.-

The fake labor party of Lithuania, 
the Catholic l«abor Federation, foster- 
ed by the Christian Democrats to dis- 
rupt the labor and Socialist move- 
ment and dominated by the Catholic 
priesthood, suffered the greatest de- 
feat. Its representation in parliament 
was reduced from 12 seats to 5.

If this ultimatum leads to a dead 
lock the Reichstag will be dissolved 
and a new election ordered. In a new 
election the Socialists would be in 
the strongest position they have ever 
held In Germany. A clear-cut Social- 
ist victory would be possible.

In a re- 
port submitted by the president the 
activities of 1954 and were dls- 

cassed and compared. Indicating a 
most encouraging progress toward the 
latter part of this period. In 1924 the 
league was still suffering from after- 
war effects, so critically felt by every 
labor and Socialist organization The 
early part of P»I*i carried further bur 
d-ns to be endured: the great econ- 
omic crisis in Germany, which threw

The German Youth movem-nt is ei- 
tr-m-ly w-ll organii-d. Of all the 
territorial districts ".4 have regular 
workers Ihiring the past two years 
:.4 new booklets were printed. 2*>".*>0v 
copies being sold. The economic situ- 
ation of the yo'iag worker has caused 
a slight drop in th* circulaticn of the 
periodical "Arbeiler Jugend." the pres- 
ent impression each Issue being Just 
over :».oii<>. A circulation campaign 
now started will soon raise the figure 
considerably. 

Sp-c!al emphasi* was laid in the 
report to the protection of young 
workers in German Industries. Kx- 
teni-ive propaganda work has been 
done, with creditable results, and the 
work is to continue. 

A highly encourniclng Increase in 
educational activities can he recorded 
iu the past two years. For the year 
being reports! 4aH circles held ::O.I42 
educational affairs, attended by Ml.- 
012. Th«» same group of circle* also 
reported holding 2S..120 social enter 
tainmenta at which a total of C*l'i.€IO 
members were present. Toward the 
end of the period reported the league 
had t»73 circle libraries, containing 
about Too.000 volumes. 

One of the difficulties the organiza- 
tion is endeavoring to overcome, is 
the lack of appropriate meeting places 
for the various circles Many have 
their own Youth Homes, but many 
more must meet In public schools and 
other available rooms large enough 
to accommodate the entire member- 
ship. Holiday and country homes, 
and summer camp", are thriving, and 
many new ones are being planned. 

One of the principal decisions of the 
i on-eiition was the raising of the age 
limit from IX up to 2'» years, the lower 
age limit.

With the Workers 
Around the World 

Roumania 

ltoiiiuaiiia now takes its place as 
one of the worst Fa«cist-rulcd dicta- 
torships in i be world. In the elections. 
May 2*.. the worker.: were excluded 
from all r» presentation in the govern- 
ment b> a system of fraud and terror- 
ism that has not been surpassed Iu the 
history of modern nations. The Aver- 
escu government whl<h had only five 
iii.-nilsrs in the parliament, but 
through the army possessed dicta- 
torial powers, started out to use the 



election In every way possible to get 
a majority In the new parliament. 

It made a rule to the effect that any 
party getting 40 per cent of the vote 
or more would get 70 por cent of the 
seats, while parties getting 2 per cent 
of the vote or less would Ret no seats 
in parliament whatever. By the sys- 
tematic use of the military all over 
Roumania, by the most scandalous 
election regulations ever known in 
any country, they virtually disfran- 
chised the people, so that the Aver- 
escu reactionaries which had only 
five members formerly, now have 260, 
while the so-culled Liberal party 
which formerly hud 260 members will 
get only l."> seats. 

The workers are without representa- 
tion In the new government. They 
w»*re literally disfranchised by the mili- 
tarists. Despite the utmost efforts of 
the militarists, however, the Socialists 
got 40.0«M» votes counted and the com- 
mutilftts 2H.000. The Fascism of the 
followers of Averescu Is a blend of 
the Spanish military dictatorship, of 
the Itullan "law and order" Fascism, 
and of a special Roumanian brand of 
murderous anti Semltlsm. The work- 
ers should be warned This is the 
way the Mussolini brood are develop- 
ing in Kurope. 

Belgium 

Belgium is another country that has 
had to bow to the ultimatum of pri- 
vate bankers. The cabinet of Bel- 
gium was a coalition cabinet of So- 
cialists aud Catholics. To this govern- 
ment the big bankers offered a plan 
for the "stabilization" of the franc 
which was not acceptable. Although 
the ministry was supported in its 
stand by .i parliamentary majority, so 
great was the power of the bankers 
that thjL-y brought about a financial 
situation which compelled the resig- 
nation of this coalition government. 

The overthrow of this government 
without a parliamentary crisis has left 
an Indelible impression" on the people 
of Belgium They have learned that 
even a political majority cannot carry 
on its program of progress so long as 
the economic power remains In pri- 
vate and often In foreign bands. 

Kmil Vandervelde. the Socialist 
leader, and three other Socialists have 
entered a new cabinet which has also 
four Catholics and a Liberal. 

Since the Catholics in the new cab- 
inet are strongly opposed to a Social- 
ist program, and are backed by big 
bankers who overthrew the Poullet 
cabinet, li Is doubtful whether the So- 
cialists wilt be able to stay In the. 
cabinet, if the new finance program 
turns out as may be expected. 

The Socialist party had a very lively 
discussion before It sanctioned Uw 
participation of Vandervelde. Huys- 
malde and others In the Jaspar cab- 
inet. 



France 

The French Socialist party at Its 
Congress in Clermont-Ferrand. May 
2»J. 1S»2»>. voted against allowing any 
representatives of the party becoming 
members of a ministry controlled by 
capitalist parties. This stand against 
participation of Socialists in any min- 
istry not controlled bv the wortera 
denotes that the Socialist party of 
France is finding Its way back to a 
straight Socialist and working class 
position after straying somewhat. 

Fart of the resolution adopted in- 
dorses collaboration between the So- 
cialist Party and other democratic 
internment oiiuials engaged in fight- 
ing rem tion and attempting to restore 
the financial and economic situation 
in France, but such collaboration must 
not be carried to the point of yielding 
to Gie capitalist in'eresis or neglect- 
tin; the interests of the workers, and 
i he .-'ociali^t> must not renounce their 
independent enter into permanent 
|.a< ts with such governments, or enter 
imo organic co-operation with them. 

The voting on this resolution was a 
revelation as to th»« relative strength 
of the three wings of the French So- 
cialist Farty. A small right wing led 
by Pierre Itenutidel. and an extreme 
left wing opposed the measure. Be- 
tween these two wings was a center 
(onsistiug of the overwhelming ma- 
jority which adopted the resolution. 
The vote was 2.-M0 for the resolution; 
694 abstaining rrom voting and 114 
absent. 

Germany 

The favorable results of the elec- 
tion of the Diet of the little State of 
Mecklenburg Schweriu last Sunday are 
being hailed by the Socialists of 
Germany as a good omen for the out- 
come of the referendum on the con- 
fiscation of the ex-royal estates to be 
held June 2«. The Socialist popular 
vote Increased about 71,000 over that 
of 1»24. while the Nationalists lost 
about 35,000. According to th« latest 
reports, there will be 20 Socialists 
in th»« new Diet, against 15 in the 
one elected in February. 1924. The 
Nationalists have fallen from l!» to 12. 
and the Communists from 9 to 3. 
The German Racialists (extreme re- 
actionaries) tost 7 seats, falling to 5. 
The remaining 10 seats are scattered 
among several small groups. The rel- 
ative strength of the Socialists has in- 
creased faster than their actual nu 
merical gains, as the new Diet will 
have only some T.O members, against 
:i total membership of fil in the old 
one During the campaign the So 
. talists laid great stress upon the ne- 
crs».ty of the voters also coining out 
on June i» and making the referen- 
dum a victory for the people. 

Mexico 

Merldu. Yucatan -The former gov- 
ernor of Yucatan. Jose M. Iturraldo. 
wa* killed today in nn automobile ac- 
cident tn Valladolld while on a speak- 
ing tour. Senor Iturralde was a prom- 
inent Socialist. All theaters, shows. 



and government offices will be closed 
for throo days In his honor.

Russia 

Riga. Latvia.— After withholding ac- 
tion for four years the soviet of na- 
tionalities and central executive com- 
mittee of the soviet government baa 
passed a decree legalizing the setting 
aside of a portion of the Kherson 
government and Ckranla as an auton- 
omous Jewish soviet republic. 

The exact boundaries of the new 
state have not yet been defined, but a 
large district has been promised on 
which the soviet government and 
American Joint distribution committee 
plans to settle 25.000 Jewish families 
from the central Ukrainian republics. 

The Moscow Isvestla hopes the pass- 
ing of th»» decree will Induce Ameri- 
can Jews to donate still more funds 
to the support of the colonization 
scheme. With their hope of emigrat- 
ing to America killed by the Johnson 
bill, the Russian Jews are anxious 
to form a soviet republic which will 
have representatives In the central 
government at Moscow. 



Meyer London Leaves 

Only $4,000 Estate 

New York. — The will oj* Meyer Lon- 
don. Socialist leader, who was killed 
in an automobile accident on June 6. 
was lilod for probate, leaving an "es- 
tate of $4,000 equally to his wife. Mrs. 
Anna Ixindon. and his daughter. Miss 
Isabel M. London. 

The size of the estate caused some 
surprise In view of Mr. London's sup- 
posedly wide law practice, but It was 
explained by . his brother. Horace Lon- 
don, who was associated with him for 
15 years. 

"He had been accustomed to con- 
tributing a large purt of his income 
to the Socialist party, to charity and 
to various Socialist enterprises." said 
Mr. liondon. "Although he had a Urge 
Jaw practice, much of the work was 
done for nothing and his income was 
not as large as was generally sup- 
posed ."

The Constructive Socialism 

of the Wisconsin Platform 



By John M. Work 

The recently adopted Wisconsin 
platform opens with this M-nN-nre, 
The object of the Sociali.tr party is 
to merge capitalism gradually into So- 
cialism." That statement might be 
railed my text text for this. article. 

One hundred per cent capitalism ex- 
isted in the early part of the nine 
Jeenth century. It was a condition 
wherein the slogan. "I hare a right 
to do as I please with my own " was 
in fall force and effect. Of course 
there were many men who worked 
"on their own book." but the capital- 
ists owned practically all of the larger 
industries except the postal »y«t»m. 
and ran them as they saw fit. They 
paid whatever wages they chose, ex- 
cept In so far as tne prevalence of 
free land Influenced them, for there 
were no powerful organizations of 
labor. They also fixed the hours of 
labor. They had their own way about 
the conditions of labor. They sold the 
products at the highest prices they 
could get. T-here was virtually no in- 
terference on the part of the state or 
national government, nor on the part 
of labor, with the execution of their 
plans. 

The result was that public functions 
were at a minimum Th» theory of 
laissez falre noninterference with 
whatsoever the capitalists wanted to 
do — was in full operation Wages 
were. low. The hours of labor were 
excruciatingly long. Th^re were no 
safety appliances nor sanitary regula- 
tions. When a worker was injured 
he usually got nothing, not even at 
the end of a long and tedious lawsuit 
in which the employer dragg-d him 
through the higher court*. Illiteracy 
was general And so forth. 

Our present situation Is a far cry 
from that condition of on«- hundred 
per rent capitalism. 

A Socialist Inventory 

Society is still a long distanc e from 
one hundred per cent Socialism, but 
it has whittled down one hundred per 
cent capitalism by infinitesimal de- 
grees and is on Its way toward Social 
ism Just how many degrees have 
been whittled down I shall not at- 
tempt to say. but I maintain that cap- 
italism has been considerably modi 
fled in the direction of Socialism. In 
the next paragraph I will enumerate 
some of the modifications of capital 
Ism In the direction of Socialism. 

Public schools. Public libraries. 
Public parks. Public playgrounds. 
Public natatoriums. Postal savings 
banks. The parcel post. The public 
health departments. The maternity 
and infancy service. The state child, 
labor laws. The workmen's compensa- 
tion laws and state insurance funds 
in connection therewith. The Incipi- 
ent old age pension laws. The moth- 
ers' pension laws. The anti-injunction 
laws. The public ownership of water 



works, gas plants, electric light and 
power plants, street railways, docks, 
markets, fire departments. Federal 
and state life insurance. State fire, 
tornado and hatt insurance. State 
banks. State elevators. State flour 
mills. Government canals and irriga- 
tion projects. Federal and state in- 
come and inheritance taxes. Public 
employment bureaus. Factory inspec- 
tion. Sanitary regulations. The de- 
cline of competition. The trend toward 
combination. The growth of unions. 
The growth of co-operatives. The 
improvement in the conditions of 
labor. The higher real wages. The 
shortening of the hours of labor. 

No Sudden Change 

AM the«e an 1 nun- are modiflca 
Hons of capitalism in the direction of 
Socialism. We have but to go on 
toward Socialism, and we will get 
there, by peaceful Infiltration, by 
merging capitalism gradually into So 
cialHm. 

The truth is that capitalism c'.u 
only die by Inches. Ir does r.ot kn<>* 
of any other way to >f1e. It is not like 
a rat which may be killed instantly 
with a rock if one can throw .straight 
enough. It Is more like an iceberg 
which can only melt hv degrees The 
Russians though', they had killed 
capitalism outright, bur they found 
they had only killed incipient demo*-, 
racy and a myriad of individuals and 
rhey were compelled to back lip and 
let capitalism die by indie* 

Of course this fact that capitalism 
can only die by im-ti< * j.* nor due to 
any magic ip;.»lify m capitalism itself 
It i* due to human nature Most hu- 
man beings cannot readjust them- 
selves fa <r enough to go direetly from 
one social system into another. A 
few of us could do so | Hatter my- 
self that I c. old do it ea-!ly. and. so 
far as I am r» n« ern« d. I would be 
glad to have Socialism established 
over night Mm» I know it can't be 
done. be.<au«e tfn- mass of humans are 
not buil» that vvav Capitalism has to 
be gradually merged info Socialism. 

How foolish, th'-n. is violent revo- 
lution! It i. reactionary and delays 
the pr<ee^s 

Constructive Progress 

I'lea-e do not misunderstand me as 
saving that society has arrived at the 
desired goal What I say Is that we 
are making progress. There is cruel 
pov<rtv and there are other great 
evils now existing, and tremendous 
probb-nis to be solved. Hut I say the 
workers of America should count their 
asset • as we|| a* their liabilities, and 
they should be encouraged by the fact 
that they are better off than ever be 
fore Unless further modifications of 
capitalism In the direction ,,f Soc'.,|. 
ism are soon made, there will be fur- 
ther industrial depressions and un- 
employment, but these criscK will be 
weathered more easily than past
